Quo Vadis? 


One swallow doesn’t make a 
pring, nor does one primary 
produce the nominee, Therefore, 

while none would 
deny that Adlai 
Stevenson's de- 
feat in the Min- 
nesota preferen- 
tial test was 
a body blew to 
his campaign, 
the Democrats 
have not yet 
selected their 
nominee for 
1956. 


In fact, the Minnesota primary 
could easily be interpreted as 
evidence of a Republican resur- 
gence in that one-time near-one- 
party state, Overlooked in the 
stunning news of Sen. Estes Ke- 
fauver’s substantial triumph, was 
the fact that in St. Paul a Dem- 
ocratic mayor had been defeated. 
The GOP voted heavily in local 
elections and then crossed over 
the line to support Sen. Kefauver. 
The peculiar primary laws of 
Minnesota permit this. Their in- 
tent was to discredit Democratic 
Governor Freeman, U.S. Sen.- 
ator Hubert Humphrey, and the 
state organization which had en- 
dorsed the gentleman from Illinois. 


The fact they were able to dis- 
credit them and to elect local of- 
ficials may in time turn out to 
be the most significant feature of 
the primary. 


Quo Vadis? 


What does remain is ‘‘Where 
do the Democrats go from 
here?” 

Adlai Stevenson was the one 
hope of holding the national par- 
ty together. Even.this was not 
too strong a possibility. But it 
was there. If in subsequent pri- 
maries additional defeats should 
remove him as a_ possibility, 
then we frankly would have to 
face the fact that there would be 
no national party in the autumn 
campaign. ; 

Neither Sen. Kefauver nor 
New York’s Gov. Averell Harri- 
man can hope to have a united 
effort behind thent. “Ohio’s Gov. 
Frank Lausche, who has an- 
nounced for the U.S. Senate 
seat of Republican Sen. Bricker, 
is not likely to seek or accept the 
role of carrying the banner with 
a large segment of the party in 
revolt. There is no other dark 
horse visible on a murky horizon. 

It may be the Democrats will 
yet nominate Adlai Stevenson. 
But if they do not, we may well 
be entering a historic phase of 
change in the two-party system. 

Historians, looking back. at 
1956, 50 or 100 years from now, 
may decide that Minnesota was 
the state which started the break- 
down of the two-party system. 

If the Southern wing of the 
party does pull out it cannot 
have any effect save to make the 
Republican administration more 
firm. It also would have the ef- 
fect of causing the Northern 
wing to operate more strongly in 
the same direction. 


Eisenhower 


President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower’s astutely professional 
advisers had him in the news 
right on top of the news from 
Minnesota. He captured the aft- 
ernoon headlines with a typical 
Eisenhower statement. It said 
two things. It urged moderation 
in the emotional crisis provided 
by the segregation issue in the 
schools. But, it also called 
upon the South to make some 
progress toward integration and 
to cease extreme defiance. This 
follows the presidential state- 
ment of a week ago in which he 
also called for moderation, but 
said he would, of course, “‘up- 
hold and support’’ the Constitu- 
tion should anyone defy it. 


Those in the South who go 
witlessly off chasing the rabbit 
of a third party will find they 
can make no protest and can 
accomplish nothing save a 
worsening of their own problem. 

It is necessary to keep in 
mind that in the North and West 
there is a growing determination 
to support the Supreme Court 
- at all costs as there is, in the 
South, a-countermove to defy it. 

It is here that the President 
seeks to have influence. 

Told that tangible numbers 
of Negro voters were coming’ 
into the Republican fold, he said 
they would be welcome, as, of 
course, they will. Adlai Steven- 
son’s moderation cost him con- 
siderable support. 

What'the thoughtful American 
must see is that the nation’s 
future is at stake—not merely 
that of two political ‘parties. If 
the two-party syStem is broken 
down into a multiplicity of par- 
ties our form of governmient will 
be changed. The nation is great- 
er than the GOP or Democrats. 
If it isn’t too late, we must 
think of that.

Sen. Estes Kefauver’s victory in Min- 
nesota’s primary is a severe blow to 
Adlai Stevenson's hopes for the Demo- 
cratic presidenital nomination. It may not 
otherwise be interpreted. 

That it is not necessarily fatal or 
irreparable also is true. Other candidates 
have. suffered primary defeats and gone 
on to win the nomination. 

But, nonetheless, it is a damaging 
blow, chiefly from the psychological 
viewpoint. Sen. Kefauver now has two 
primary victories, New Hampshire and 
Minnesota. It is true that Mr. Stevenson 
was not entered in the Granite State and 
made no appearance there. Yet, it is 
necessary to say a slate of candidates 
favorable to him was entered and was 
rather confidently expected to win at 
least two delegate spots. It did not. This 
was a very real disappointment and cre- 
ated a sort of foreboding which results 
in Minnesota justify. 

Further development of the Minnesota 
vote reveals that Republicans in some 
numbers participated in the Democratic 
primary. Most of them did so to embar- 
rass the state Democratic organization 
which had endorsed Stevenson, Sen. 
Kefauver had campaigned on the issue, 
“Are you going to let them tell you 
how to vote?” This had the effect of 
splitting the party. The Republicans 
shrewdly seized on the opportunity this 
présented and voted heavily for Kefauver. 

x * * 

For Stevenson to have been so defeated 
with the state organization in support 
indicates a number of strong factors at 
work. | 

First is the farm vote. Sen. Kefauver 
had an advantage here. It is obvious that 
a substantial segment of the farm vote in 
what is basically an agricultural state 
went to him. 

Secondly, Stevenson was hurt by his 
campaign of moderation. The Southern 
manifesto in Congress damaged him. It 
is as popular in Minnesota to be for the 
Supreme Court decision as it is popular to 
be against it in the South, 

x kx * 

Ahead are a number of primaries. But 
the two do not meet again until Florida's 
May 29th test and California’s June 3rd. 
If Stevenson does well in them he can 
retrieve much of what is lost. 

As of now the big loser is not Steven- 
son but the Democratic Party. The like- 
lihood of a Southern revolt grows.

Spring Cleaning Comes 
To the Prison System 


Persistent publicity concerning filthy 
conditions at the Whitfield County Prison 
Camp has resulted in a clean-up order 
aimed at that particular camp by the 
State Board of Corrections, and a general 
order for a spring cleaning in all the 
camps of the state. 

J. M. Forrester, director, of the state 
board, has notified all wardens, superin- 
tendents and inspectors under his juris- 
diction to make sure the camps are clean 
and the food adequate and palatable. 

For years Georgia’s prison system was 
infamous and then came the reform and 
a general reputation for humane treat- 
ment and decent living conditions. 

Judging by recent rumors and reports, 
the prison system has been resting on its 
laurels a bit lately. Unfavorable pub- 
licity given the system has served a fine 
purpose if it has prodded the board into 
wakefulness and action.

Wildlife Depletion Is 
Of Concern to Us All 


National Wildlife Week, March 18-24, 
is a good time to remember that most of 
our bird and animal friends serve a use- 
ful purpose. The hours of recreation to 
the hunter are important, but this is only 
a small part of the value of wildlife to 
us all, 

The National Wildlife Federation calls 
our attention to the fact that more than 30 
species of animals that once roamed the 
fields and countrysides\of this country 
have become extinct. They were de- 
stroyed by man’s war on them and on 
their natural habitats. 

This depletion of wildlife still is going 
on, although at a somewhat diminished 
rate. Thanks to conservation groups 
throughout the country, steps have been 
taken to protect what is left through 
game and fish laws and establishment 
of refuges. 

The federation points out, however, 
that today the refuges are under grave 
threat. Under policies of Secretary of In- 
terior McKay—who has reversed many of 
our hard-won conservation projects— 
more and more of these refuges have been 
_ opened to private exploitation. 

For the federation says that 
in the 33 years from 1920 to Aug., 1953, 
only 25 leases were let in refuges for ex- 


rules while new regulations were being 
worked out. 

The stop order worked in reverse, 
charges’ the federation. From Aug. 31, 
1953; to Dec. 2, 1955, it appears that at 
least 555 leases were issued. The stop 
order, says the federatjén, held back a 
flood of leasing just like a “flood holds 
back water.” 

The new regulations appeared in De- 
cember but the federation fears that pres- 
ent policies will mean eventual destruc- 
tion of all refuges. 

Such a trend is cause for genuine 
alarm. The nation needs to preserve as 
much of its remaining wildlife as possible. 
It is one of our great natural resources. 


The Retirement Board 
To Let Guy Wells Alone 


The State Teachers Retirement Board 
yesterday ruled unanimously that Dr. 
Guy H. Wells, retired president of Geor- 
gia State College for Women, was entitled 
to keep his pension. 

Dr. Wells had earned his pension over 
a period of years, but due to his views and 
speeches on the racial situation the State 
Board of Education voted that he be 
deprived of it if legally possible. On the 
same day the Board of Regents voted to 
strip him oi the title of president emeri- 
tus of GSCW. 

Action of the retirement board reaf- 
firms the old basic American right of 
free speech, which right apparently is in 
disfavor with the gentlemen in charge of 
Georgia’s educational system. 

The question in point’ was not the 
heresy or orthodoxy of Dr. Wells’ views 
but whether a citizen of Georgia can 
speak his mind without fear or danger of 
punitive action. The retirement board 
upheld this right, for which they deserve 
the sincere thanks of all Georgians, in- 
cluding those who stand rebuked by its 
action.

Foreign Aid Is Needed 


But the ‘Plan’ Is Issue 


President Eisenhower’s request for 


$4,800,000,000 in new long-range foreign | 


aid funds faces tough sledding in the 
U.S. Senate. If approved it will be after 
a tough fight and perhaps considerable 
whittling down. 

Opposition to the plan comes mainly 
from its long-range features and the lack 
of specific proposals as to its usage, Sec- 
retary of State Dulles has lost much con- 
gressional confidence as a result of 
fumbling and its membership will hesi- 
tate to give him a blank check for almost 
five billion dollars. 

Even so, foreign aid must be contin- 
ued if this country is to counter the 
new Communist tactics of economic in- 
filtration. 

The so-called “underdeveloped” na- 
tions desperately need capital for develop- 
ment. The Communists offer them capi- 
tal and also ideas—Communist ideas. The 
Reds have accomplished much by the 
simple method of substituting exploita- 
tion of human beings for money. The 
slave labor system is the substitute for 
free capitalism. 

Many of these nations now undecided 
would like to stay with the free world. 
Without aid there is doubt which camp 
they finally will choose. 

So, for this country’s security, aid 
must continue. The form it takes and the 
nature of the long-range plan are the 
points at issue.

State Veterans Office 
Is Closing Some Doors 


Common, sense and economy are 
served in the closing of seven offices of 
the State Veterans Service Department 
and in staff reductions in others. 

Some of the closings are along politi- 
¢al lines, occurring in counties that were 
faithful to unsuccessful candidates in the 
1954 primary. This in no way detracts 
from the fact that this curtailment of 
service is in the best interests of the tax- 
payer, 

The State Veterans Service, operated 
partly with federal funds, was set up 
after World War II to do a needed work 
as advisor and liaison agent between 
veterans in small towns and rural areas 
and the Veterans Administration of the 
federal government. 

The war has been over for 10 years 
now, and the stream of federal benefits 
has dwindled to a relatively small trickle. 

It is possible that this state depart- 
ment no longer is needed at all and that 
the announcement of these closings is 
the beginning of the end. 

After all, with the draft and uneasy 
state of world affairs, veterans no longer 
can be treated as a favored minority 
group.

Third-Party Movements Are 
Invariably Complete Flops 


Recent talk by some Southern Democrats of creating a new third 
party in 1956 is in the best American tradition, since more than 25 
minor parties have contested presidential elections through the years. 

But it is no less American tradition for ‘third parties to get 


exactly nowhere. 

Hence, the South can and must 
fight out the civil rights issue 
within the Democratic Party. 

The Democratic Party has been 
and is fundamentally one of coa- 
lition and among the major ele- 
ments of that coalition is the solid 
Democratic South. Without the 
South the Democratic coalition has 
no hopes of winning the presidency 
this year, 

The party’s leadership recognizes 
this situation. It must provide a 
candidate and a civil rights plank 
in its platform acceptable to the 
South, 

As in the case of all coalitions, 
the Democratic Party must of 
course, bear in mind the demands 
of other elements of the party, too, 
While the components of the Demo- 
cratic Party are extremely diverse 
(that’s why it is a great party), 
we have no doubt but that there 
are many men within its ranks 
around whom all good Democrats 
can rally. 

Third party talk is untimely and 
does the party cause a disservice, 

Moreover, the numerous obsta- 
cles that beset third-party move- 
ments in the United States are al- 
most insuperable. 

It is handicapped at the outset 
by the fact that the two-party sys- 
tem is firmly rooted in the U.S. 
Even if a third party overcomes 
the forces of habit and tradition 
and succeeds in winning a 
following, it still faces formidable 
obstacles in state election laws, 


written by the established parties 
with an eye to discouraging new- 
comers. 

Third parties also are confronted 
with tremendous problems of po- 
litical organization and finance. 

Another great disadvantage is 
that third parties have little, if any, 
patronage to dispense. 

There is nothing in U.S. history 
offering encouragement to those 
who would splinter off from the 
major parties. 

Only eight of the more than two 
dozen third parties have won even 
a share of the electoral votes for 
the presidency.

The alternative was prolonged 
confinement in bed, holding the 
leg in position with sandbags, 
traction, or a bulky plaster of 
paris cast. 


Here, too, there was a risk; 
when oldsters are kept in bed 
for a long time, pneumonia often 
develops. But the elderly woman 
had spunk and settled the prob- 
lem by telling the surgeon to do 
what he thought best.

A trio of orthopedists from 
Sioux Falls, named Van Demark, 
reported on the results of nail- 
ae —— hips in 24 consecu- 

ve patients ranging in 
from 90 to 99 asin . ean 

All but four survived the pro- 
cedure. In this series, 28 opera, 
tions wére performed because 
two patients fractured both hips 


and in two others the repair job 
had to be done over. 


The surgeons used nail plates 
and pins to fasten the fragments 
together. The operation is per- 
formed in less than an hour, in- 
cluding time for X-ray exposures 
and the development of the 
films. These hip operations are 
standard procedures. Most of the 
patients are elderly because 
fractured hips are more com- 
mon in this age bracket. 

The results are amazing and 
speak for themselves. Within a 
day or two the man or woman 
is allowed to move about the bed 
and shortly thereafter, encour- 
aged to stand. The injured hip 
cannot bear weight until several 


weeks elapse but meanwhile the 
patient gets about on crutches 


or in a wheel chair. 

At any rate, he is moving and 
not endangering his life by lying 
quietly in bed. The procedure 
never is used with those who are 
not alert, cooperative, or in good 
health. : 

The four deaths in this group of 
nonagenarians were due to 
uremia, heart failure, coronary 
thrombosis, and broncho-pneu- 
monia respectively. 

All survived the immediate ef- 
fects of the operation. The safety 
of these operations is the culmi- 
nation of years of research in 
many branches of surgery, medi- 
cine, and anesthesiology.

Of a Teen 25 Years

LAGRANGE, March 21—Teen-agers here are go- 
ing places. And usually it’s to the Dallas Street Com- 


munity Center. 


- Atthe rambling white building, dozens of LaGrange 
youngsters enjoy the facilities of a supervised, varied 


recreation program. 

There, too, they find willing 
and able counsel for the all-im- 
portant problems of growing up 
~—from repairing a shoe heel 
broken during a dance, to better 
family relations. 

Their ‘“‘best friend’’ 
Florence. Moore. 

Miss Moore has been living the 
life of a teen-ager for 25 years. 


HOBBY 


Coordinator of the arts depart- 
ment of Callaway Mills and in- 
structor for the recreation de- 
partment, Miss Moore's work 
with young people started “as a 
hobby”’ before she was out of 
her teens. 

She began working with the 
young people of her church. She 
majored in religious education at 
LaGrange College and at Elon 
College in North Carolina. 

After completing her graduate 
work at Peabody College, Miss 
Moore returned “‘home’’ to Cal- 
laway Mills in 1944. LaGrange 
young people regard her return 
as ‘‘the best thing that could hap- 
pen.” 

“T was practically born at the 
mills,”’ Miss Moore chuckled. 
‘‘My father worked here for 35 
years, and my brother has been 
with the mills for 18 years.”’ 

The program she supervises is 
“set up entirely differently from 
that of any other town.”’ Vari- 
ous youth groups operate as a 
separate unit under the recrea- 
tion department. After a commu- 
nity survey to determine the 
needs and wishes of the young 
people, a well-rounded program 
was set up. 

ACTIVITIES 


Activities include six basket- 
ball teams, two baseball teams, 
archery, sewing, band and dance 
classes. 

Local talent is sought and giv- 
en a chance to develop through 
the regular plays and musicals 
produced by the recreation de- 
partment. 

From 800 to 1,000 young people 
take advantage of the triweekly 
activities at the community cen- 
ter. Although membership in the 
Teen Club and the Pre-Teen Club 
is limited to dependents of Cal- 
laway Mill employes, guest 
cards are issued to the entire 
student body of high schools in 
the LaGrange area. Guests are 
not qualified to vote in youth 
elections, but otherwise the fa- 
cilities are available to them. 

Miss Moore works closely with 
the city’s juvenile court and po- 
lice department, where she re- 
ceives weekly reports,on cases 
involving youths. Miss Moore's 
group ‘‘follows-up’’ each case, 
offering counseling and any 
help possible. 

LOW DELINQUENCY RATE 

The work of the recreation 
department has been cited as 
one of the reasons for the city’s 
low juvenile delinquency. rate. 

Miss Moore’s cheerful smile, 
sincere friendliness and _ spark- 


is Miss 


ling personality invite the confi-- 


dence of young people and adults 
alike. 

“I can talk to her much easier 
than I can my own mother,” a 
16-year-old girl said, ‘‘and Moth- 
er found her just as easy to talk 
to.”’ 

In this particular case, Miss 
Moore’s counseling on both sides 
reunited a mother and daughter 
who felt they were losing each 
other. 

The few boys who have police 
records find the community cen- 
ter a Welcome boost during their 


readjustment period. 

One 15-year-old boy, convicted 
of stealing, served a term at the 
Boys Training School in Mil- 
ledgeville. He found packages 
and letters of encouragement 
from Teen Club members “a 
guiding light”’ during his confine- 
ment. 

**Paroled for good behavior, he 
came back to us,’’ Miss Moore 
recalled with pride. 

The boy remained an active 
member of the youth organiza- 
tion until he was 20. He won an 
award for outstanding sports- 
manship and publicly thanked 
Miss Moore and club members 
for their attitude toward him, for 
helping him ‘‘grow up along the 
right path.’’ 

Now married with a family of 
his own, he is looking forward 
to working, playing and learn- 
ing with his children at the Dal- 
las Street Community Center.

Pamphlets Practical for Parents 


Not long ago a reader requested 
that we publish a list of bulletins 
or periodicals the mother of a 
young child would find helpful. 


There are many, but none as en- 
compassing as “Infant Care,’’ that 
trusted pamphlet of the federal 
children's bureau which has helped 
and cemforted millions of mothers 
since 1914. 


Sensible, wise, and authorita- 
tive, it leaves unexplored few, if 
any, problems of the first year 
of life. (15 cents, Superintendent 
of Documents, Government 
Printing Office, Washington 25, 
District of Columbia.) 

Mothers of children in the no- 
more-diaper stage will find The 
2 to 5 World News, a monthly 
compendium of findings relevant 
to that age group, helpful. Ex- 
cerpts from issues of the two 
years have been compressed into 


a useful little book, ‘‘Your Child 
from 2 to 5’’ (Pocket Books, 35 


cents). An idea of its potential 
value may be gained from the 
foreword, which says the volume 
“is practically guaranteed not 
to put an end to your child's 
thumb sucking, bet wetting, or 
lollygagging—but may make you 
less likely to misinterpret every 
act of your youngster’s behavior 
as a sign of incipient mental 
disorder,”’ 


Another paperbound book, Ar- 
nold Arnold’s ‘How to Play With 
Your Child,’’ contains hundreds 
of practical suggestions for help- 
ing children develop through cre- 
ative play. It covers play from 
babyhood through adolescence, 
from hopscotch through—ah!— 
the birthday party. 


At least three organizations 
publish pamphlets on various as- 


pects of child care, all avail- 
able at a nominal cost. The top- 
ics are too many and varied to 
list here, but range from

Honored by 
Northside PTA 


At a meeting of the PTA of 
Northside High School, Wedding- 
ton H. Kelley, school principal, 
was made an honorary life mem- 
ber of the Georgia Congress of 
Parents and Teachers.

But it was a woman, Gillian W. B. Bailey, 
wife of Theodore L. Bailey of Harriman, N.Y., 
who collected locks and latches which tell of 
the early culture of America. 

Her collection, now a permanent part of 
Lockorama, ranges from small wooden devices 
made by the early settlers to mammoth prison 
locks used in New England when George Wash- 
ington was president. 

There are also old padlocks of various shapes, 
designs, sizes and complexities—tiny locks for 
ladies’ reticules, dog collar locks, cabinet locks 
and locks to use on barn doors, farmhouses 
and the Colonial residences of well-to-do early 
citizens. 

One of the interesting features of the ex- 
hibit is the wooden lock said to have been 
placed on the Holy Sepulcher by Richard the 
Lion Hearted during the Crusades. The lock, 
made of wood of the desert, is listed as having 
been made by the Egyptians over 4,000 years 
ago. 


Locks—from a wooden bar which slides into 
a staple at the door to the modern pin-tumbler 
cylinder lock—are on exhibit this week in the 
Rainbow Roof at the Dinkler Plaza. 

The exhibit, tagged Lockorama, is made up of 
a historical and valued collection of antique 
locks, including the Gillian W. B. Bailey collec- 
tion of Early American locks. 

It is believed that the two represent the 
largest and most important collection of his- 
toric locks in the world. 

For instance, there is on exhibit a heavy 
brass gun lock which was an early 19th century 
burglar alarm. 

A percussion cap was inserted through the 
rectangular hole in the upper right-hand portion 
of the lock, and when the intruder turned the 
doorknob after the owner had locked his home 
for the night, a mechanism in the lock’s interior 
caused the percussion cap to explode with a 
loud ‘‘bang!’’ 

There are some iron rim locks with brass 
drop ring handles which were used during the
